‘Amendments to Report. on 


Rules in State Legislature 
Are Hammered Aside 


| MINORITY MAKES FIGHT. 


Resolution | Supporting Monroe 
_. Doctrine and Urging Greater 
Navy Presented in 
the Senate, 


Springfield, ITll., Feb. 4.~[Special.]—The 
gavel was the notable feature of the legisla- 
tive session here today. In the house Speaker 
Miller’s gavel was overworked knocking down 
amendments to the majority report of the 
committee on rules and suppressing demands 
for roll calls on motions to consider the 
amendments. 

In the senate the gavel was entirely miss- 
ing, Lieut. Goy. Northcott being compelled 
to use an ordinary blackboard eraser. Some- 
body had purloined the gavel with which he 
did such effective work on the day preceding. 
The blackboard eraser served the purpose. 
‘The house was the scene of an active fight 
on the rules, during which the speaker and 
the majority were charged with being afraid 
to allow the consideration of rules that might 
make possible investigations of the political 
administration of the state. 

The majority report on rules was adopted, 
but not until several members had given their 
opinions of the methods used by the major- 
ity in carrying through its program. 


| Senate for Greater Navy. 

In the senate a, resolution was Introduced 
upholding the Monroe doctrine and urging 
the immediate adoption of plans suggested 
for a greater navy to uphold the prestige of 
the United States. 

The fight over rules in the house started 
early and did not flag for a moment during 
the entire consideration of the report. P 
The amendments presented by Mr. Sher- 
man [Rep.] and by Messrs. Wilson and 
Johnson [Dem.] were laid on the table on 
& viva voce vote, the democratic demand 
for a roll call being ignored by Speaker Mil- 
ler. Mr. Sherman took occasion to address 
the house in support of his amendment. 
Speeches were made also by Wikson and 
Johnson in which they assailed the rules 
proposed by the majority. . 
Wilson Attempts Amendment. 

Mr. Wilson presented an amendment pro- 
viding that on Thursday morning of each 
week during February resolutions shall be 
in order imrhediately after the reading of the 
journal. He declared that under the present 
rules it would, require more votes to bring 
resolutions before the house than to pass 
those resolutions after they are before the 
house. 

“Mr. Chiperfield moved to lay the amend- 
ment on the table. The democrats made a 
vociferous demand for the roll call, but 
Speaker Miller failed to recognize them, and 
the motion was put toa viva voce vote, and 

amid democratic hoots and yells was declared 
carried. 

‘Mr. Wilson next presented an amendment 
to rule 13, providing that bills and resolutions 
shall be referred to the appropriate commit- 
tee, “unless resolutions are otherwise by a 
majority vote of the house.” 

On motion of Mr. Shurtleff this amendment 


wa: laid on the table. 
| 


| Sherman Makes His Effort. 

Mr. Sherman [rep.] then offered the fol- 
idwing amendment to rule 15, which provides 
for the reference of resolutions: 

“* Except when a resolution shall be offered 
to appoint a select committee and the desig: | 


1 nation or selection of the same shal! be pro- | 


vided for in such resolution, in which case the 
resolution shall lie over for one legislative 
day and shall thereafter be in order as in 
other cases, and shall with all motions relat- 
ing thereto be disposed of by a majority vote, 
to be ascertained by a call of the roll for the 

yeas and nays, such roll call to be entered 
upon the journal of the house.” 

Mr. Sherman spoke at some length In sup- 
port and in explanation of his amendment, 
saying at the outset. that it was possible to 
learn from experience and if the constitution 
of the state was susceptible of change the 
rules of the houge were not above improve- 
ment. 

In support of this point he said the presi- 
dent of the senate had shown only the day 
before that even the senate could profit by the 
experience of the house. 

Mr. Wheeler [rep.] moved to table the 
Sherman resolution, and as there was in this 
case no demand fora roll cal! the amendment 
was declared lost by a vixa voce vote. 


| Wilson Makes a Stand. 

Mr. Wilson, democrat, offered an amend- 
ment to the rule providing that resolutions in 
relation to the expenditure of money shall 
be referred tc the appropriate committee 
= debate, by adding thereto the follow- 


r¢ ‘Such expenditure to be authorized only. 
upon a majority vote of all the members 
elected, such vote to be ascertained by a call 
of the roll for the yeas and nays, and the 
same to be entered upon the journal of the 
house.”’ 

‘+ This amendment, said Mr. Wilson, pro- 


penditure of money from the state treasury 
shall be adopted, if adopted at all, by a ma- 
jority of the members elected to this body, to

* I desire to make a few remarks upon this 
amendment, and for fear that I may forget 
I desire now to say that at the conclusion 
of my remarks upon this motion, or upon any 
subsidiary motion, we demand the roll call 
for the yeas and nays.” 

At this juncture a score of gemocrats arose 
in their places and with uplifted hands de- 
manded the yeas and nays. 

Mr. Wilson continued: ‘“ Upon page 57 of 
Hurds’ revised statute we find the following: 
‘**In the senate, at the request of two 
members, atid in the house, at the request of 
five members, the yeas and nays shall be 
taken on any motion ‘and entered upon the 
journal of the house.’ ” 

Mr. Wilson enlarged upon what he declared 
was a repeated violation of this rule, and 
then asked for a yea and nay vote on his 
amendment. He was supported by his party, 
but the speaker passed him out under the 
gavel. ‘

WAR IN BALKANS PEARED. 


| BUROFE sane END TO 
‘FEW WEEKES. 


Austria and Russia Already Massing 
Their Armies on the Frontier Pre- 
paratory to Compelling Turkey to 
Grant Dewanded Reforms in Mace- 
donia—Sultan’.Powerless to Oppose 
Attack on Constantinople—Concert 
of the Powers Is Lacking.

LONDON, Feb. 4.—The probability of the 
maintenance of peace in Europe beyond the 
next few weeks is less, considerably less, 
than’ the probability of war. 

This grave conclusion ‘is the deliberate 
judgment of statesmen and private observers 
alike, who are acquainted with the latest 
developments in the crisis in the near east. 
Austria and Russia gre already massing their 
armies on the frontiers of Roumania and 
Bulgaria ready to strike at Constantinople, 

There have been perennial war gcares over 


j the Balkan question for many years, until 


the diplomatists, as well as the world at 
large, havegome to regard the cry of “ wolf ”’ 


| with indifference. It is impossible, however, 


to ignore or belittle the alarming nature of 
the present situation. The Times today 
does not exaggerate when it says: “‘ Every 


| European chancellery is aware that there 


is-the most imminent danger of a revolt in 
Macedonia on a totally different scale from 
the usual spring disturbances, and the open- 
ing up of questions that may lead to a strug- 
gle, the limits“of which wise men will not 
pretend to forecast,” 


Conflict Seems Unavoidable. 

The preparations by the Macedonian revo- 
lutionary committee for a general rising in 
the spring are so extensive that it is im- 
possible to keep them secret, and it is impos- 
sible to offset them except by a large army 
and campaign arrangements. 

It is only necessary to point out the ‘main 
featutes of the situation in order to demon- 
strate the imminence of peril. The sultan’s 
atrocious misgovernment of Macedonia, de- 
spite all warnings and protests, has at last 
aroused both the Christian and Ottoman 
populations to revolt. The Bulgarian gov- 
ernment has given formal assurances that 
it will do everything in its power tg avoid 
interference in the coming quarrel, but it is 
quite beyond its power, as all concerned 
know, to prevent the Bulgarian people from 
crossing. the frontier and making common 
cause with the Macedonian revolutionists. 

Servia also professes its intention to stand 
aloof, but there also no government is strong 
enough to keep the country long out of the 
field after fighting begins. -— 


Where Is Europe’s Concert? 

It will naturally be inquired how it hap- 
pens that the) European concert, which es- 
pecially champions the rights of the Mace- 

donian Christians; has allowed the crisis to’ 
reach a’ point of such danger that now it is 
probably too late to avert an outbreak of 
the’ much dreaded conflagration. ‘It’ would 
bave been much better, as the Times ob-° 
serves, if Fhurcpe had taken the whole popu- 
lation under its protection, instead of only 
the Christians, inormuch asthe Ottomans 
are sufferinz equally from the atrocious 

It would be unfair, perhaps,'to question the 
sincerity of the efforts which Russia and 
Austria, the powers chiefly eoneerned, ‘are 
now making ‘to avert the’ crisis. None 
knows better than the authorities of those 
powers how futile at this late day must be 
the measures jon which, they have agreed. 
It has been decided to press upon the sultan 
certain reforms, the principal one being the 
appointment of a Ciiristian governor for 
Macedonia, with practically full powers, 
This concession, if it could be offered to 
Macedonia as an accomplished fact, even 
at this late day might avert a revolution, but 
the concert of Europe, as has been many 
times demonstrated with appalling conse- 
quences, is a useless machine for an emer- 
gency requiring prompt action. Moreover, 
Abdul Hamid has successfully resisted its 
efforts more ‘than once, even when it was 
unanimously in earnest. It is almost hope- 
less to attempt to wring» adequate conces- 
sions from him now in time to induce the 
Macedonians to abandon their revolutionary | 
program. 

Massing Troops on Frontier. 
It is clear that this is fully understood by 
the powers proposing these reforms, but 
Russia and Austria have already begun 
massing troops on the frontier for the cam- 
paign which they consider inevitable early 
_én the spring. 

The only object, apparently, of the recent 
announcement of the scheme of reforms by 
Count Lamsdorff, the Russian foreign min- 
ister, is to throw the onus and blame of the 
war upon Turkey. This is a flimsy afempt 
to evade responsibility. Thére has been 
ample warning of the present crisis. Why 
were not the proposed reforms forced upon 
the sultan’s acceptance months ago, when 
they would have served ‘to avert the now 
almost inevitable revolution. 

Russia will certainly be accused in the 
present situation of permitting the long 
dreaded crisis in the near east to arise in 
revenge for the temporary check to her 

Asiatic ambitions by the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance. 

There is no doubt the czar will endeavor 
to divide the spoils of war with Austria alone. 
Russian troops are now massing along the 
Roumantan frontier. In all probability they 
will strike at once for Constantinople. Aus- 
tria is pouring troops into Bosnia. 


Sultan Is Not Idle. 

‘The sultan himself is by np means idle. 
He is preparing to put down in his usual 
savage fashion any rebellion in his domin- 
ions. There is no doubt of the result, how- 
ever. If while struggling with the revolting 
provinces Abdul Hamid is confronted by the 
troops of Russia and Austria, the Turk will 
at last be driven out of Europe. 

But what will be the effect of Russian | 
seizure of Constantinople? A few years ago 
it would have been the signal for a general 
European war. This is less probable today, 
but to again quote the Times: ‘‘ Wise men 
will not pretend to forecast the limits and 
issues of the questions which would be 


opened up. Great Brfttain might now con- 


tent herself with full sovereignty in Egypt 
and the Nile valley. All the powers would | 
strenuously oppose her further aggrandize- 


many and France? They would certainly 
make for sharein the Turk's spoliation.”’

TARENDO, Sweden, Jan. 15.—It is ret by 


“eontact with the individual cases of suffering 
and privation, by meeting the people in their 
homes and hearing their fears from their 
own drawn, hungry lips, that the severity 
of the famine now grasping the northern 
portion of Sweden can be understood. 

There are many stories of want and misery 
drifting into Stockholm and Lulea.- and 
Umea; Many reports reaching the relief offi- 
dials, but when the door of a famine stricken 
cabin opens and you sit about the rude, 
blazing hearth, with the silent, frightened 
family group, all of whom wonder in a slow, 
dazed way what the next day will bring for 
them, it is then that the terribleness of the 
situation in the Swedish northland strikes in 
its truth. 

So, disregarding for the time the sequence 
of the 800 mile sleigh trip, taken that readers 
of THe TRIBUNE might learn the true condi- | 
tion of this famine swept country, I will 
present a few of the individual cases which 
were met. These instances deal only with 
the situation in the territory just north ofthe 


polar circle. 
Misery Greater to the North. ‘ 
As you proceed northward the march of the 


‘famine becomes more deadly and the degree 


of misery swells. The sleighs of THE TrRIB- 
UNE party, bearing myself and an interpreter, 
whirled out of the little inn at Korpilombolo 
to traverse the snow banked roadway, now 
arched by the depths of pine forests and now 
debouching om to the frozen surface of the 
Kalix river, leading to this town of Tarendo, 
lying fifty miles north of the arctic circle. 
At Korpilombolo the condition of this sec- 
tion of the famine belt had been tersely out- 
lined by the keeper of the inn. This man, 
who draws $108 a year from the government 
for maintaining the relay station there, and 
supplying at any hour of the night a traveler 
with a warm room, food, and fresh horses, 
had been one of the prosperous men of his 
village. Like his neighbors, he had depended 
for the family’s sustenance chiefly upon the

Place them in their hands. They are on 
the eve of starvation, even though they 
suffer in silence. All have killed their cat- 
tle and the loss of the milk has aided the 
spread of the famine, and its work of priva- 
Hon and hunger, and its threat of worse 
to come.” 

This man showed a trace of education. 
He was fatmiliar with the northland of his 
home country and its people. He was asked 
his opinion as to the outcome. 

“What the outcome will be only heaven 
knows,” was the reply, given slowly. “* We 
who have horses anc sleighs must aid those 
who have none. There can be no alterna- 
tive but charitable support for all until 
another year has all but passed. The grain 
and hay cribs are empty, as you see,”’ and 
he swept the snow buried country with his 
hand as he gazed out of the low window 
On the expanse of white, dotted with these 
mute evidences of the famine—the empty, 
Staring hay and grain bins.

It was accompanied 
by a blinding swirl of snow and the waves 
crushed the ice in the bay upon which the 
fishermen’s huts were standing into a grind- 
ing, crunching mass, - Nothing has been seen 
of men or shanties since. It is Known that 
two were drowned and little hope is ex-

Every year.a mumber of men. spend a 
month to six weeks in small shanties on 
Saginaw bay, making a livelihood by spear- 
ing fish through holes in the ice. Almost 
annually the country {8 startled by stories 
of death or narrow escapes of men who are 
caught upon the ice when the annual break 
up comes, but no such disaster as that now 
reported has gome upon record. | 
James T. Fisk, a fish,.buyer who make 
daily trips out upon the bay and purchases 
the catch of fishermen, which he brings ‘to 
to Bay City market, came into the city late 
this afternoon from the bay and gave an 
account of last night's storm, 
As soon as the wind sprung up snow be- 
gan falling and all view was cut off from 
outside. Fisk was at his station inside 
what is knovén as the Big creek, where he 
remained until this morning, when the 
weather had cleared, although the wind was 
blowing heavily. There was nothing to be 
seen of the shanties that had been scattered 
over the bay. There was only a fiéld of 
broken ice, broken by the waves into large 
and small cakes. As far as the eye could 
reach over the vast expanse of crumbled 
ice not a shanty was to be seen, neither 
was there a sign of human life.

Navy Department Says It Goes for 
- Tactical Practice and to Watch 
American Interests, |

Berlin Press Is Incensed. |

BERLIN, Feb. 4.—Newspapers here give 
prominence to cable dispatches from Amer- 
ica stating that public opinion in the United 
States is becoming incensed against Great 
Britain equally with Germany for her atti- 
tude in the Venezuelan matter and naturally 
there are no expressions of regret because of 
this change in public sentiment. 

A majority of the newspapers are up in 
arms against Minister Bowen. Some of the 
criticisms of his conduct of the negotiations 
are almost violent. The Tageblatt de- 
nounces his “ Yankeefied’’ want of consid- 
eration. Another paper dubs him “ Presi- 
dent Castro’s agent.’’ The Neueste Nach- 
richten complains that he favors only Ven- 
ezuela. 

The Tages Zeitung, an agrarian organ, says 
that the only proper reply to “ the Yankees’ 
_insolence ’”’ is to break off negotiations and 
to continue the blockade yntil Venezuela de- 
clares her readiness: to satisfy all claims, 
without asking further whether i. suits the 
government at Washingtonernot. 


Think Bowen Will Yield. * 

The excitement shown by the press is not 
shared by the government. ‘At any rate, it 
is not admitted to be existent. There is ap- 
parently an expectancy in official quarters 
that Mr. Bowen will soon modify his atti- 
tude and yield to the demands of the allies, 
and it is again asserted that the latter will 
in no case alter their determination not to 
raise the blockade until a tangible guarantee 
is forthcoming. 

The Tageblatt hopes that England will not 
allow herself to be intimidated by the 
*threatenings of the yellow press in Amer- 
ica,’’ adding: “ Now or never is the moment 
to show America that old Europe is no negli- 
gible quantity.” 

Opinion in French Circles. 

PARIS, Feb. 4.—Opinion in official circles 
here strongly opposes the latest position 
taken by the allies, as outlined here, which 
in effect, it is said, gives them six years’ 
priority. There is reason to believe that 
France has expressed disapproval of the 
plan. One of the chief grounds for this dia: 
approval is that such six year priority, which 
is the term mentioned here,is regarded as vir-* 
tually establishing a new triple alliance be- 
tween Great Britain, Germany, and Italy. 

A leading official of the foreign office said 
today that it was desirable to see the triple 
alliance against Venezuela terminate as goon 
as possible.

INJURY TO ASYLUM PATIENT 
MAY DEPRIVE HIM OF SIGHT. 


Old Man in Kankakee Institution Struck 
by Bunch of Keys Thrown by Attend- : 
ant—Said to Have Been an Accident. 


Kankakee, Ill., Feb. 4.—[Special.]—A blow 
from a bunch of keys, thrown or tossed by 
Attendant C. W. Carpenter of the Eastern 
Illinois Hospital for the Insane, may cost 
William Emerick the one eye which an ac- 
cident of years ago had left him. 

Emerick is 73 years old, a victim of senile 
dementia, and, so far as the records of the 
hospital show, has no friends. He has been 
an inmate of the institution since 1891, being 
brought from Chicago. 

Dr. Harry G. Hardt of the hospital staff 
said tonight that while Emerick would prob- 
ably recover from the injury his eye would 
never be as strong as it had been. 
Attendant Carpenter’s explanation of how 
the injury occurred evidently satisfied Supt. 
Corbus, and Carpenter is stillat his work. 

While the theory of the accident, which 
occurred last Thursday, is accepted at the 
hospital, reports about the city are that the 
blow was struck by Carpenter in anger, and 
that the patient’s injuries are much more 
severe than the physicians at the institution 
describe. 

So far as can be ascertained at the hospital 
Emerick, Carpenter, and W. H. Frith, an- 
other attendant, were all who were present 
when the patient was injured. Emerick, it 


| is said, has not been able to talk rationally 


for years, and Carpenter and Frith agree on 
the accident explanation. 

Here is the statement made by Carpenter 
to Supt. Corbus, and repeated to a reporter 
for THE TRIBUNE tonight: 

‘* Emerick has been sullen and morose, and 


| the only way in which he could be interested 


was by tossing a ballto him. We had an in- 
door baseball, but it was mislaid, and Thurs- 
day we used my bunch of keys instead. I 
tossed them to the old man, but he missed 
catching them and one of them struck him 


in the eye,’’ | 


Dr. Hardt, who attended Emerick, said: 
“‘Bhe man’s right eyeball was cut near 
the outer corner. The organ was weakened 
because of the absence of the othereye. I 
think he will recover, but of course the eye 
will never be right again.”’ : 

Dr. Corbus is in Springfield, but Dr. Claude 
Shrouts, representing the superintendent, 
said no further inquiry into the matter is 
contemplated.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—[Special.]— 
If a compromise on the statehood dispute 
is not speedily arranged there will be a 
formal republican caucus to decide what 
attitude the party shall take as a whole in 
regard to the admission of the territories 
as states. The negotiations for a compro- 


are being conducted actively, but thus 


far the two sides are almost as far apart 
as ever, although each has indicated its 
willingness to make substantial concessions. 

The republican position from the compro- 
mise standpoint is to admit into the union 
two big states, one made up of Oklahoma and 
Indian territory and the other of New Mex- 
feo and Arizona. The republican leaders 
would be willing to vote for the admission 
of these two states without any conditions 
whatsoever. Their willingness to make this 
compromise is not because of their desire 
to have any of the territories admitted at 
this time, but is dictated solely by a desire 
to fulfill the pledges made, somewhat fool- 
Ishly it is now feared, by the republican na- 
tional convention. 

The senate leaders take the ground that 
a party declaration does not bind them to 
vote for the admission of the territories 
separately, but was intended as a pledge that 
the people of the west should be given the 


full privileges of citizenship and statehood 


with the home rule which would neceségarily 
follow. This proposition for two states has 
peen temporarily rejected by Mr. Quay. He 
would actept it with the provision that In- 
dian territ should be set off as a sep- . 
arate State after a period of ten or twenty 
years, and Arizona be similarly divided from 
New Mexico after a somewhat later period 
perhaps. 

The republican leaders are not willing to 


“assent to this plan of conditional statehood. 
- They fear that when it came to the time 


to divide them into two states there would 
be difficulty because the public buildings and 
other resources would be in the richer end 
of the state and the portion cut off would 
be poverty stricken and far from fit for the 
burdens of statehood. 

This basis of compromise, however, is the 
Galy one now in sight, and it is so far from 
gatisfactory to either side that the,repub- 
lican steering committee has practically 
concluded to call a caucus unless a settle- 
ment is reached within a few days. In this 
way it is hoped that some party discipline 
can be enforced and Mr. Quay made to bear 
the burden of publicly bolting from his party 
oof accepting the decision of the caucus as 
final 


Quay’s democratic allies are more or less 
openly accusing him of bad faith in dicker- 
ing with the republican leaders, and if he 
goes into the republican caucus at all it will 
only be because he has been practically de- 
serted by his democratic friends.

Attorney Talks of Suit. 

Attorney Noble B. Judah, who has charge 
of the case, said last evening: 

“This suit has been brought on the theory 
of negligence. We are endeavoring to re- 
cover by it the $20,000 that was lost as the 
result of the Masonic temple tax shuffle. I 
do not care to discuss the case at length or 
say how far each defendant is liable. When 
the declaration is filed it will show what the 
plaintiff has to charge against the defend- 
ants in that respect.”’ 

The suit was filed late fn the afternoon and 
brings to attention once more the conspiracy 
to defraud Cook county. Capt. Williams, 
former manager of the temple building, and 
Luke Wheeler were placed on trial in the 
Criminal court on the charge of conspiring 
to defraud the county and both were found 
guilty. 

James H. Gormley, former president of the 
temple company, was indicted. He was 
afterwards placed on trial and Williams and 
Wheeler appeared as witnesses against him. 
He was acquitted... 


Disposition of the Money. 

It was alleged that a conspiracy was 
formed to pay the taxes of the Masonic 
temple, amounting to $26,776, with $20,000. 
A check for the latter amount, it was al- 
leged, was signed by Gormley and after- 
wards cashed at the bank. Evidence was 
introduced in the trial for the purpose of 
showing that Capt. Williams received $2,000 
-of this amount-from Wheeler, to whom the 
money was given, ahd that Wheeler got 
$1,000. The prosecution also endeavored to 
show that Peter Storm was given $17,000 
of the money and that this was the last 
seen of the amount. 


BEVERIDGE ACCUSED OF TRICK.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—There was a 
lively passage of words between Mr. Gal- 
linger and Mr. Beveridge in the senate today.

That was accepted by all 
gktes. Later some of the representatives of 
the miners claimed that it ought to be 37 or 
39 per cent, and the companies were request- 
ed to refigure on the new basis of something 
like 37 or 38 per cent. The cases presented 
today were those of men having more than 
one laborer and the deduction should have 
been more than 36 percent. The deduction 
was based on as careful an investigation 
as could be made by the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western company and was sub- 
mitted to the miners, who agreed it was a 
fair estimate. 

Chairman Gray said that the miners should

Bandit from All to the 
State, 


Younger, the last of the Younger boys, has 
been granted a full pardon and can return to 
his old home in Missouri. The only condition 
imposed by the pardon board was that he 
should not put himself upon exhibition. 

Cole Younger and his two brothers, Bob and 
Jim, were sentenced to the penitentiary for 
life for their part In the robbery of the North- 
field (Minn.) bank in 1876. Several men were 
killed in the fight that followed and the 
Younger boys eventually captured. Frank 
and Jesse James escaped to Missouri. 

Of the entire band only Cole Younger and 
Frank James are still alive. Bob Younger 
died in the prison years ago, and Jim Younger 
committed suicide only a few months ago 
while at liberty on parole. | 
- Cole Younger was born in Missouri in 1844 
and was one of a large family of boys. His 
father was a well to do farmer in Jackson 
county, Mo., and was killed in a Kansas bor- 
der fight. Cole Younger then joined Quan- 
trell’s guerrillas. Later his brothers and the 
James boys joined the same organization 
and fought throughout the civil war on the 
confederate side. 

Cole Younger is said to have killed many 
men during his career as a fighter and a 
robber, but how many he is not likely to tell.

YERMONT ABANDONS PROHIBITION. 
‘Vermont, which has had a prohibition law 
upon its statute books for more than fifty 
years, the law having been adopted in 1852, 
_|has repealed it and substituted for it a local 
option high license law. After March 1 the 
cities and towns of the state will be allowed 
to decide whether or not intoxicating liquors 
shall. be sold in those communities. The 
majority secured for the law at the special 
election on Tuesday was a small one as com- 
pared with what was claimed by its friends, 
it being but 1,642 in a total vote of about 
60,000, with seven small towns yet to be 
heard from. As the total vote of these 
towns at the last election was but 300 they 
cannot affect the result. A larger majority 
was expected from the fact that all three of 
the leading candidates for governor last 
fall stood for a change of the prohibition 
law, either directly or conditionally, but it 
is evident that the prohibitionists made a 


strong fight. 

The new law provides seven classes fi 
licenses to be granted at fees ranging from 
$1,200 for a saloon to $100 for a druggist, 
who can sell for medical purposes only. It 
also limits the number of saloons which can 
be run in any one city or town, and this pro- 
vision made many of the saloon men inimical 
to the law. The law will become operative 
March 3. Meanwhile the prohibitionists 
have not given up hope. They will demand 
&@ recount of the vote, and if it still holds 
against them they declare that at the next 
State election they will elect enough mem- 
bers of the legislature to repeal it. They 
have based their hopes upon slim grounds. 
As time goes on the advantages of local! op- 
tion and high license will be so apparent that 
the number of supporters will increase. 
Communities in Vermont which do not wish 
liquor sold, and where public sentiment is 
strong enough to enforce laws forbidding it, 
will be just ag well off as they were under 
the old prohibition law, and in other places 
there will be no more drinking than there 
has been, there will be less corruption, and 
the evil will be better regulated. 

‘The dropping out of Vermont now leaves 
only four prohibition states—Maine, New 
Hampshire, North Dakota, and Kansas. 
Maine ostensibly has been a dry state since 
1858. In reality it is about as easy to pro- 
cure liquor in Maine as it is in Illinois, and 
there is as much intemperance, according to 
population, in Portland as there is in 
Chicago, if not more. In New Hampsbire 
the law works badly, and it is not at al] un- 
likely that the example now set by its’*neigh- 
bor will influence it. North Dakota is in 
constant trouble with its law, and as for 
Kansas, the frequent crusades of Carrie 
Nation in its towns and cities, and even little 
villages, show that liquor is sold freely 
there. The contest in Vermont on Tuesday, 
indeed, might almost be called prohibition’s 
last real stamd, for bath Maine and New 
Hampshire are questioning seriously the 
prvhibition policy. 

MUNICIPAL CLEANLINESS. 

It will not be Mr. Franklin MacVeagh’s 
fault if we do not have a clean city, and if 
all other good citizens were as much io 
‘earmest as he, we soon would have one. He 
earnestly, in season and out 
of geuson, to induce Chicago to clean up.

Mn MacVeagh rightly says, “ Nothing 
,of consequence can be accomplished with-

"Stagnation of public opinion is all that 
fis the matter with Chicago now. Publicity 
wilt cure the evil.” That is right. Sup- 
posing the men’s clubs for once should drop 
politics and eating and unite om this ques- 
tion of cleanliness. Supposing the big wom- 
an’s clubs and the little woman's clubs 
should for once drop their philanthro- 
py, and art, and music, and Brown- 
ing, and luncheons, and concentrate them- 
sdives on cleanliness. Supposing the 
big Hull house settlement and all the 
little settlements should for once drop the 
human being’s mora! welfareand concentrate 
upon some method by which he could enjoy a 
clean city. Supposing the leading merchants 
and the leading ministers should for once 
@rop dollars and sermons and concentrate 
their energies and eloquence on cleanliness, 
which is higher than greed and next to 
godliness—then something might be done in 
‘fighting dirty streets. 
‘The objection: which has been made by 
en to an additional appropriation 
‘for the decoration of the pew government 
ibuflding because of the uncleanliness of 
ithe city ought te srouse pride, if 


anything can arouse it. It is useless to talk 
‘about beautifying Chicago or making it at- 
tractive so long as people are indifferent to 
filthy streets, alleys, and sidewalks, Chi- 
cago can be clean if Chicago wishes to. If 
it is unclean it is because it prefers to be 
so. But with combined, energetic, and de- 
termined work perhaps the unclean can be 


( induced to be clean. If not, perhaps they 


could be made to be so. | 
REPEAL THE LIMITATION. 

The Court of Appeals of New York, the 
highest tribunal in the state, has affirmed 
the verdict giving $62,125 to the widow of 
a man killed a year ago last month in the 
tunnel accident on the New York Central 
road, The man in question was a gradu- 
ate of Cornell university and was employed 
as a civil engineer by the American Bridge 
company at a salary of $4,000a year. As 
he was in good health his “ expectation of 
life,” according to life insurance tables, was 
nearty thirty-one years. During that period, 
had his earning capacity remained ut- 
changed, he would have earned $120,000. 
In all probability during a part of that 
period his earning capacity would have been 
greater than it was et the time of his death. 
The Court of Appeals, considering ali the 
facts, is of the opinion that the value of 
this man’s life to his family has not been 
overestimated by the jury. A 

Probably few men in Iinois will say it 
was. Yet had the civil engineer in question 
died by reason of the wrongful act of an 
Illinois railroad his family would have recov- 
ered only $5,000, which would be the equiva- 
lent of his salary fora year amd a quarter. 
It is not necessary to argue the inadequacy 
of such en award. No one will deny that 
it is too emall. Then why will not the 
general assembly put it im the power of the 
courts of the state to do justice im cases 
where they ere forbidden to do justice now ? 

Some lawyers, while admitting that the 
existing limitation on damages works in- 
justice often, argue that it would be unsafe 
to repeal the limitation, They say that if 
there were none the sympathies of jurymen 
woukd be aroused and they would find ex- 
cessive verdicts which the reviewing cours 
would not have the courage to set aside, and 
that as a consequence smal! manufacturers 


and business men be ruined. 


The solicitude for the welfare of the 
“small manufactorers ” willdeceive no one. 
It is seldom, if ever, that one of them ik 
called on to pay. $5,000. The great manu- 
facturing corporations and the transporta- 
tion companies are the concerns that are 
protected by the $5,000 limitation, and they 
alone are desirous that it shall be left as it 
is. Perhaps in some instances juries will 
return sympathetic and unfair verdicts, 
though they do not appear to be doing so 
in New York, but if they do it will be the 
duty of the higher courts tocut the damages 
down. The courts must be trusted in this 
matter as they aretrusted in other matters. 

There is no statutory limitation on dem- 
ages in personal injury suits, and yet there 
is greater opportunity for fraud im such 
suits than in brought to recover dam- 
ages for loss of li There will be no un- 
certainty as to the death. There will be 
none as to the earning capacity and expecta- 
tion of life and conseg value to his 
family of the decedent. There will be much 
fairer verdicts than in personal injury suits. 

The legislature should not allow an ancient 
injugtice to continne through the fear that 
the small manufacturer or business man 
will. be ruined if it does right. He will be 
the beneficiary and not the victim of a 
repeal of the limitation, which prevents his 
fatty from getting more than $5,000 when 
he has been killed in a railroad collision in 
Lilimois. | | 


ENLARGING LINCOLN PARK. 
If the voters of North Chicago and Lake 
View think Lincoln park is, or soon will be, 
too small for the population of their portion 
of the city, now is the time to attend to the 
matter, The park board would like to get 
authority for the purchase of twenty-two 
acres of-land adjoining the park on the north. 
The land will cost a good round sum, but it 
will cost less now than it will a few years 
hence, when, indeed, it may not be procur- 
able at all, It may be covered with expen- 
sive houses. The population of Lake View 
is increasing so rapidly as to-make it desir- 
able that a larger proportion of the park 
area should be in that town and accessible 
to its inhabitants, It will be difficult, if not 
impossible, to accomplish this if the present 
opportunity for enlargement is neglected. 
If the park board can secure the twenty- 
two acres in question and the riparian rights 
attaching to them it can proceed—whenever 
the means are at hand—to make a much 
larger area of land by filling up the shallows 
along the shore. This will cost money, but 
it will enlarge a popular pleasure ground, 
which is too small now. Whoever visits 
Lincoln park on a pleasant summer Sunday 
becomes aware of that at once. | 
The desirability of the enlargement of 
Lincoln park is apparent, but it is for the 
people who pay taxes for its support to decide 
what shall be done in the matter. If they 
are opposed to the bond issue which the park 
board is to ask the legislature to authorize 
no bonds will be issued, and the boundaries 
of the park will remain unchanged. The 
property owners of North Chicago and Lake 
View do not crave higher taxes, but they 
may well conclude ‘that taxes paid for the 
extension of the area of the park will be an 
extremely profitable investment.

Occasionally a manufacturing corporation 
offers to supply its employ¢s temporarily 
with coal at cost price. It may be hard for 
them to get coal.

The company, being a large consumer 
of coal, gets it at a reduced rate and can, 
without loss, sell some to employés at the 
lower rate. Why should any one attempt to 
interfere with an arrangement of this kind, 
whether temporary jor permanent? 
It happens that the Retail Coal Dealers’ 
association of Illinois and Wisconsin has 
been interfering with such arrangements. 
It notified the contractor who supplied a 
steel company with fuel that the diversion of 
some of it for domestic use must stop, be-

Even the style of “ your excellency ” en- 
joyed by the viceroy was only accorded to 
her as a matter of courtesy until King Ed- 
ward established her official right thereto 
by describing her in the durbar honors Ga- 
zette, issued in London on New Year’s day, 
as “her excellency the Lady Curzon of 
Kedleston.” | 


Exception having been taken to the as- 
sertion which I made the other day to the 
effect that Cardinal Vannutelli’s appointment 
to the office of vice chancellorship of the 
church could not be taken as an act of favor 
on the part of the pontiff, or as a promo- 
tion, but rather as a setback and as a token 
of pontifical illwill, I may say in confirma- 
tion of my. statement that the office of vice 
chancellor is known at the vatican by the 
nickname of “ the golden tomb,”’-owing to 
the fact that in spite of the particularly fat 
emoluments attached to the dignity it is 
invariably given to cardinals whom the pon- 
tiff desires to shelve and to put out of run- 
ning for the tiara. 

The office, once important, is now a mere 
sinecure, and was held for years by the 
paralytic and blind old Cardinal Mbeertel, 
while the late Cardinal Parocchi, when 
transferred from the vicar generalship of 
the Roman diocese to the vice chancellor- 
ship, made no secret of the fact that he re- 
garded it not as a promotion but as a dis- 
grace, over which he grieved ‘so much that 
it hastened his death. - 

Cardinal Rampolla, by the bye, is not only 
one of the few Italian members of the 
sacred college who can boast of blue blood 
and of ancient patrician lineage but is like- 
wise possessed of large and productive an- 
cestral estates. The revenues which he de- 
rives therefrom are considerable, and when 
added to the various salaries which he draws 
as secretary of state, as cardinal of the 
Curia, as archpriest of St. Peter, as prefect 
of the Laurentian congregation, etc., 
amounting all told to some $25,000, render 
him quite rich. 

He oceypies a:stately apartment in the 
vatican just above that of the pontiff, with 
whom he confers every morning from 8 to 
9 o'clock, after which he devotes the remain- 
der of the morning to the transaction of 
business, excepting Tuesdays and Fridays, 
when he receives the diplomatic representa- 
tives accredited to the holy seat. After 
luncheon he indulges in a short siesta, and 
then, entering his carriage, is driven out of 
the city on to the Campagna, where he 
alights and walks, the carriage following 
him, the etiquette of the papal court debar- 
ring him from taking pedestrian’ exercise 
within the city limits save in the vatican gaf- 
dens. Needless to add, he is the most pow- 
erful and influential member of the sacred 
college, as well as the most exquisitely cour- 
teous, and that, his succession to Leo XIII., 
it is said, under the name of Pius X., is re- 
garded as virtually assured. 

Baroness de Bunsen, who has just died 
at the age of 86 in England, was the mother 
of Maurice de Bunsen, formerly attached to 
the English embassy at Washington, and 
now the successor of Sir Michael Herbert 
as secretary of the British embassy at 
Paris. The old baroness, by birth an Eng- 
lish woman—one of the Norfolk Gurneys— 
married Baron Ernest de Bunsen, son of 
that Christian Charles Bunsen who, when 
a poverty stricken student at Géttingen, 
_was selected to serve as private tutor and 
traveling companion to young Astor, son of 
the Astor who laid the foundation of the 
enormous wealth of this German-American 
family. | 

The couple wandered all over Europe to- 
gether, visited Goethe, Schopenhauer, and 
Niebuhr, and when at length Astor returned 
to New York, Bunsen was provided for in a 
financial sense for the remainder of his days, 
was able to marry Miss Waddington, aunt 
of the Waddington who was French am- 
bassador in London, and with the assistance 
of Niebuhr to enter the Prussian diplomatic 
service, being for many years Prussian 
minister, first in Rome and then in Eng- 
land. It is owing to the late Prince Bis- 
marck’s hostility to the Bunsens that Baron 
IEernest settled in his wife’s native land— 
namely: England, and brought up his chil- 
dren as English. |

The secretary-elect was the unanimous 
choice of the stewards and is eminently 
fited for the office for which he has been 
selected, having been in close touch with 
western turf affairs and having gained a 
wide acquaintance among turfmen through 
his connection with Chicago newspapers 
covering a period of seven years; both as turf 


eriter and sporting editor. 


Sporting Writer of Ability. 

Mr. Woodruff was born and educated in 
Chicago, and it was while a student, first at 
the West Division high school and later at 
the University of Chicago, that he began 
newspaper work, acting as school and uni- 
versity correspondent for several of the Chi- 
cago papers. His ability in this line was 
early apparent, and he has since earned and 
held a place among the leading sporting 
writers of Chicago. He has been connected 
with the sporting staffs of several Chicago 
papers, and for five years was sporting editor 
of the Record. Nearly two years ago he be- 
same a member of THE TRIBUNE'S sporting 
staff, which he will leave to accept the posi- 
tien to which he has been elected. 

Mr. Kuhl's retirement from the secretary- 
ship of the Jockey club and the transfer of 
his services to the Chicago Jockey club in- 
dicates he will play an important part in 
the executive management of the Hawthorne 
plant this season.

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GHICAGO SHORT OF BABIES 


STATISTICS BEAR OUT THE ASSEER- 
TIONS OF DR. SHRADY. 


New York Physician Who Declares 
That Motherhood Is Becoming Ob- 
solete Could Find Material for New 
Arguments Were He to Examine the 
Records of the Health Department 

in the City Hall — Foreigners Are 
the Exceptions. 


Chicago of today is producing fewer babies 
than Chicago of four years ago, despite the 
large increase of population. And of all the 
babies born within the city 75 per cent is 
said to be of parents who are making the 
United States their adopted home. 

Following the statement of Dr. George F. 
Shrady of New York, famed as Gen. U. 8S. 
Grant’s physician, that motherhood is be- 
coming obsolete in this country, an inspec- 
tion was made yesterday of the birth rec- 
ords of the city health department. 

Here are the figures; they speak for them- 
selves: 


Vear. Births. lation 
1899 see . 29,065 1 648,575 


The city official from whom the statistics 
were obtained could offer no explanation for 
the decrease in the numbes of births, de- 
spite the increase in population. He merely 
was sure of one thing. 

“Three-fourths of the children born in 
this city are of foreign parents,” he said. 


Tells of Decreasing Births. 

‘In discussing the situation in an article 
written for the Medical Record, Dr. Shrady, 
in addition to what already hus been pub- 
lished, said in part: | 

“That native born Americans do not pro- 
duce children as they once did is a melar 
choly but fully accepted truth. At the be- 
ginning of the last century they were 
among the most prolific races of the world, 
but the birth rate of the native born Amer- 
ican has been steadily decreasing, until now 
the inhabitants of the United States of 
native stock have smaller families than al- 
most any of the civilized people of the world. 

“The first generation of Americans after 
the colonization of New England had fami- | 
lies of ten to twelve; the second, third, and 
fourth generations had families of six and 
seven, the fifth families of four and fiye, 
and the sixth, families of three and less. 
The result is that 275 years after the land- 
ing of the Pilgrim fathers the stronghold 
of puritanism is not upheld by the ever de- 
clining American, but by the Irish, German, 

and French Canadians. 

“The comparative sterility of native born 
American women is a serious matter, but 
one which has forced itself upon the notice 
of thinking persons. The woman of this 
country, whose ancestors were born here, 
is generally averse to bearing children. She 
is, as a rule, of fragile make, nervous tem- 
perament, and far more intellectual than are 
women of other nations. But with her 
growth of brain. power she has declined in 
physique and maternity with her is an ordeal 


to be dreaded and avoided if possible.”’ 


Views of Chicago Physicians. 

In discussing Dr. Shrady's article, Chica- 
go physicians said: 

Dr. Nicholas Senn—It is undoubtedly true 

that the birth rate among native born Amer- 
icans is decreasing, and were it not for the 
fact that we have a large foreign born pop- 
ulation the rate of births: would be much 
lower. The influx of foreigners alone keeps 
up our population. Living in fidts makes 
.it inconvenient to bring up children, and 
expensive living and the demands of our man- 
ner of life have a tendency to keep men 
Sagprey pine The birth rate is not so low 
in the country as it is In the cities, and 
for this the different conditions must be 
held responsible. 

»Dr. John B. Murphy—It is not the woman 
that lives in a flat who refuses to have 
children, but the woman who lives in the 
palace. But, after all, the great majority 
of the women want children. 

Dr. Frances Dickinson—Statistics are so 
“eager and untrustworthy that we have 
little on which to base a reliable estimate 
of the percentage of births, and it may 
some time be shown that the United States 
leads the world in the number of births, 
instead of the opposite. I know of no sta- 
tistics in medical journals, doctors’ reports, 
or anywhere else that give any trustworthy 
information regarding the class of people 
where the birth rate is diminishing, though 
tt may be given by nationalities. 


WANT CHAPERONS FOR GIRLS 
AT PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS. 


Women Advocate the Appointment of 
Matrons to Look After the Little 
Misses. 


' Chaperonage for the little girls who patron- 
ize the public playgrounds was urged at a 
meeting of the educational department of the 
Chicago Woman's club yesterday morning. 

The department members believe that the 

. present nonchaperon influence is injurious to 
the little maidens who make their début in 
the society of little men on the public skating 
rinks and in the dizzy swings. 

“A man and a policeman do not afford 
enough protection to the children who pa- 
tronize the city playgrounds,» said Mrs. 
. Frederick Lee, ‘“‘ anda matron should be pro- 
vided at each of the parks for the special 
benefit of the girl patrone.”’ 

“ We would not think of letting our daugh- 
ters remain at a skating rink until 10 o'clock 
at night without a chaperon,” said another 
department member, “ and these little chil- 
dren ought not to be permitted to dg so."’ 

The Twenty-fourth street playground was 
mentioned particularly. Here, it is said, the 
children skate on winter evenings until as 
late as 10 o'clock at night. The grounds are 
well lighted, but the little girls are not afford- 
ed the comforting protection of a chaperon, 
The department will make an effort to pro- 
vide matrons for the different playgrounds.

ELECTRICSIGNS TOASSIST 
NIGHT PATRONS OF “L” LINES. 


Aldermen Recommend That Illuminated 
Street Names Be Placed at Forty Foot 
Intervals on All Stations. | 


_ Nighthawks, theater patrons, night work- 
men, and persons generally who tarry down- 
town until the midnight hour and after 
will support an ordinance recommended for 
passage by the license committee of the city 
council yesterday. It will require the ele- 
vated railroads to equip their stations with 
iNuminated signs, one for every forty feet 
of plaftorm, stating plainly the name of 
the street. | 

That will give from three to four illum- 
inated signs on each side of the elevated 
road for every station, and the enger 
will not be at the mercy of the train guard 
who opens the door and yells “ Anthenext,” | 
leaving the traveler to figure out that he 
means ‘“‘Ann street next,’ or be carried 
past his station. It also will be provided 
that all signs have the same general ap-. 
pearance and location on the platform. | 

An ordinance to license and thus conttol 
all hotels was referred to a subcommittee 
for investigation. It is the purpose to bring 
the hotels under the control of the city, 
Such an ordinance, it is said, would give 
the city the power to close a place made 
unsafe by violations of the building laws | 
by the simple process of revocation of the 
license.

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SCHOOL ADVICE 


TRUSTEE KEATING TELLS COL- 
LEAGUES TO BE INDEPENDENT. 


Deplores the Practice of Consulting 
Supt. Cooley on All Occasions and 
Says the Board Often Does So Be- 
cause It Wants te Shift Responsi- 
bility—Teachers Not to Be Dropped 
Without Fair Warning—From Lit- 
erature to Bath Tubs. 


‘This board ought not to be afraid to go on 
record without consulting Mr. Cooley. Mr. 
Cooley is asked to decide this and that ina 
minute; and then when any exception is 
taken to our actions, we say, ‘ It’s not our 
fault; Mr. Cooley did it.’ ” 7 
It was Trustee Keating who was talk- 
ing, and he was expressing his opinion at 
last night’s meeting of the board of the 
practice of consulting Supt. Cooley on every 
occasion. 
Mr. Keating opposed the recommendation 
of Supt. Cooley to place on the unassigned 
list every teacher o is absent for a period 
of two weeks without having notified the 
superintendent's office of her intention to 
return to her duties. He declared that many 
instances occur where teachers are too ill 
even to communicate with the authorities. 
Supt. Cooley was instructed to prepare a 
rule which will preclude the possibility of 
the teachors being dropped from the service 
without warning. 


From Literature to Bathtubs. 


The adoption of a list of 180 publications to 
be subscribed for by the board for the Normal 
school library gave each member oppor- 
tunity to make a plea for his favorite mag- 
azine. Trustee Keating had no sooner suc- 
ceeded in having a work on Catholic peda- 
gogy added to the list than Trustee Thomp- 
son, the labor member, urged the value of a 
labor publication. It, too, was appended to 
the long list of journals. 

In answer to the report of Dr. Henry Har- 
tung on the necessity of increasing the 
physical culture teaching facilities in the 
schools Supt. Cooley, owing to the condition 
of the school finances, opposed Dr. Hartung’s 
recommendation to increase the number of 
instructors in that branch to thirty.
